DUMMIYAH - - - - - - John Weinzweig 
(In Honour of the Composer’s 60th Birthday) 


Dummiyah is the Hebrew word for Silence. Composer John 
Weinzweig’s written introduction to the work is: “Silence is 
the unspoken word. A shadow of something heard. Silence is 
the final sound of the Nazi holocaust.” He says the work “is an 
extended slow movement for symphony orchestra that ex- 
plores the shape and vitality of silence. The dynamic range lies 
in the softest volcano, breathing blending, bleeding tone 
clusters, microtones, and waves of vibrati. Only the four brief 
woodwind trio episodes, echoed by the shadow sounds of 
percussion, rise to high dramatic energy. The piece starts with 
silence and builds around it. To paraphrase Henry Moore, 
‘The sculpture starts with space and builds around it.’ And 
after the final stirring of the orchestral mass, the last sound 
from conductor’s baton — is silence.” This CBC commission 
was composed under a Canada Council Senior Arts Award 
during the period of January to April 1969 in Cuernavaca, 
Mexico, where the composer lived by the volcano Popocate- 
petl. The first performance was presented by the CBC on July 
4, 1969 in the MacMillan Theatre, University of Toronto under 
the direction of Victor Feldbrill. Weinzweig is Professor of 
Composition at the University of Toronto.
